in a letter to Sen. J. W. Fulbright, 
D-Ark., chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee. But 
the former president said he had 
one reservation in mind. 


"The reservation that I suggest 


would provide that in the event 
of any armed aggression' endan- 
gering a vital interest of the Unit- 
ed States this nation would1 be the 
sole judge of the kind and type 
of weaponry and equipment it 
would employ as1 well as' the time 
of their use," Eisenhower wrote. 


Some witnesses have expressed 


the fear 'that the treaty would bar 
the United States from furnishing 
nuclear weapons to an ally under 
attack. 


'Senate Democratic leader Mike 


Mansfield of Montana told' report- 
ers that this proposal—one of the 
reservations previously suggested 
by Adm. Lewis L. Strauss, former 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission—already is "inherent 
in the treaty." 


Mansfield said that if it were 


adopted as a formal resolution "it 
could well kill the treaty because 
it would be subject to renegotia- 
tion." 


The Senate sponsors did not 


think that a 100 per cent endorse- 
ment of the treaty by former 
President Harry S. Truman—an- 
nounced Monday by Fulbright— 
would offset the jolt the general 
had given them. 


Fulbright'suggested that Eisen- 


hower's use of the term "reserva- 
tion" might hot be precise. 


"It is a basic right of every na- 


tion to provide for its self de- 
fense," 
Fulbright 
said. 
"That 


right is guaranteed in the United 
Nations charter and it should1 not 
be necessary to reiterate it con- 
stantly.

Haiti Roulette 
Complicated 
but Deadly 


AN AP SPECIAL REPORT

PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 


—Haitian roulette is more com- 
plicated but no less deadly than 
its Russian counterpart. Suppose 
you drive by the heavily guarded 
national palace at night on four 
very bad tires. 


"If you have a blowout," ex- 


plained a Haitian businessman, 
"it's the end1. The explosion will 
draw a barr'age of fire from every 
trigger-happy guard on duty." 


Even if apocryphal, the account 


of this new local sport serves to 
dramatize two facts of life in the 
Haiti o,f dictator Francois (Papa 
Doc) Duyal'ier: 


1: Very real-fear-of a blowout 


in front of the palace is only one 
of many varieties of terror flour- 
ishing here. 


2. The majn force of this terror 


is the palace, the arsenal-fortress 
which Papa Doc, in a bizarre pact 
with his sense of historic mission, 
has pledged to turn into a "Hima- 
laya of bodies,, rivers of blood" in 
any attempt to depose him. 


Two small invasions by anti- 


Duvalier armed band's this month 
resulted in a wave of reprisals 
here and in the interior demon- 
strating that Papa Doc is not 
making idle threats. 


Scores are believed to have been 


killed or imprisoned—where death 
sometimes is the only parole—on 
suspicion of disloyalty. Operating 
in the invasion area, Duvalier's 
special security corps, the Tonton 
Macoutes, are said to have hurled 
hand grenades into homes of those 
thought to have evc-jn smiled at 
rebels.
